Vienna, Nov. 29.—Emperor Francis 


Joseph -has accepted tlie resignation of 
tie Austrian ministry and intrusted 
Baron Gawtsch, minister of public in- 
Btruction of the retiring cabinet, with 
«he formation of a new one. 


Emperor Francis Joseph addressed 


an autograph letter to Count BadenI 
decreeing the 
adjournment of the 


relehsrath until further orders. 


During the assembling of the reichs- 


rath dense masses of the people, for Che 
most part workmen, thronged the ring- 
ntrasse from the university to the outer 
gate of Hofburg. 


A charge by the mounted police with 


drawn swords failing to disperse tbem, 
a body of Hussars cleared the streets 
At the saber's point, many persons be- 
ing wounded. The Ambulance society 
immediately sent two vans to attend 
the injured. 
At least 10,000.people gathered, about 


the same time, in front of the Town 
tall and the provincial criminal court 
to demonstrate in favor of Herr Wolff, 
who was to be arraigned there on a 
dharge of public violence committed 
•wfcen being removed from the unter- 
haufl by the popliccs. acting under tLe 
orders of President von Abrahamovics. 


The police, with drawn swords, dis- 


persed them, one man's skull being 
fractured and t/wo others being severely 
injured. A third ambulance was sent 
to that point. 


Simultaneously meetings of work- 


men were held in, various quarters of 
tb.e city, but the police dissolved them, 
making 12 arrests. 


Indulged Iii Stormy Protests. 


Tlhe streets became more quiet dur- 


teg the afternoon, but. at sunset thou- 
sands reassembled in the Frangesring 
and 'the Rathhaus park, where they 
indulged in stormy protests against the 
government, the passengers in the 
•treet cars and omnibuses who went by 
Joining in cries of "Down with Ba- 
deni!" 


Suddenly a change came over the 


ecene. The report spread like wildfire 
that Count Badeni had resigned. The 
demonstrations ceased almost instantly 
•when the news was confirmed by the 
police authorities and their subordi- 
nates, who announced to the peopio at 
various points that t'hey were instruct- 
ed to inform them of the cabinet's res- 
ignation. 


Dr. Lueger, the Anti-Semitic burgo- 


master of Vienna, driving through the 
crowds, announced

from 'his carriage, repeating it a Ht.tle 
later from the windows of the Town 
hall, with

that Herr 


Gautsoh had been appointed to form a 
cabinet. He appealed to tne vjeople to 
return quietly to their homes. 


•His announcement was greeted with 


thunders of applause, and an extra 
edition of <the Wiener Zeitung with an 
official statement of the ralienation 
•till further reassured the populace. 


•Upward of 3,000 people tried to or 


ganSte a demonstration in tha early 
evening in front of the foreign office 
building, but this was prevented by 
closing the approaches to the palace. 


After 8 o'clock the city was quiet. 


The judge of the provincial criminal 
court discharged Herr Wolff from cus- 
tody. 


There were demonstrations also at 


Gratz, Prague and Asch in Bohemia, 
tut they were not of a serious char- 
acter.
